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CHAPTER 148, LAWS OF 1967

AN ACT to create 346.50 (1) (c) of the statutes, relating to a public
utility or rural electric co-operative vehicle as an exception to stopping
and parking restrictions.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly,
do enact as follows:
346.50 (1) (c) of the statutes is created to read:
346.50 (1) (c) The vehicle of a public utility, as defined in s. 196.01

(1) , or a rural electric co-operative is stopped or left standing and is
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required for maintenance, installation, repair, construction or inspection
of its facilities by the public utility or a rural electric co-operative when
warning signs, flags, traffic cones, or flashing yellow lights or barricades,
have been placed to warn approaching motorists of any obstruction to
the traveled portion of the highway.
